Jeopardy 

Researchers: ‘Dead zones’ 
becoming a global problem 

WAS H I N GTO N I Like a chronic disease spread- 
ing through the body, “dead zones” with too 
little oxygen for life are expanding in the 
world’s oceans. 

“We have to realize that hypoxia is not 
a local problem,” said Robert J. Diaz of the 
Virginia Institute of Marine Science. “It is 
a global problem, and it has severe conse- 
quences for ecosystems.” 

Diaz and co-author Rutger Rosenberg 
report in Friday’s edition of the journal Science 
that there are now more than 400 dead zones 
around the world, double what the United 
Nations reported just two years ago. 

“If we screw up the energy flow within 
our systems, we could end up with no crabs, 
no shrimp, no Rsh,” Diaz said in a telephone 
interview. 

Some of the increase is due to the discov- 
ery of low-oxygen areas that may have existed 
for years and are just being found, he said, but 
others are actually newly developed. 

Pollution-fed algae, which deprives other 
living marine life of oxygen, is the cause of 
most of the world’s dead zones. Scientists 
mainly blame fertilizer and other farm run- 
off, sewage and fossil-fuel burning, (ap)

WASHINGTON I White people will 
no longer make up a majority of 
Americans by 2042, according to 
new government projections. That’s 
eight years sooner than previous 
estimates, made in 2004. 

The nation has been grow- 
ing more diverse for decades, but 
the process has sped up through 
immigration and higher birth rates 
among minority residents, espe- 
cially Hispanics. 

It is also growing older. 

“The white population is older 
and very much centered around the 
aging baby boomers, who are well 
past their high fertility years,” said 
William Frey, a demographer at the 
Brookings Institution. 

The Census Bureau Thursday 
released population projections 
through 2050, based on rates for 
births, deaths and immigration. 
They are subject to periodic revi- 
sions.

Sen. Clinton Added to Roll Call Vote

and Sen. Hillary Clinton at the upcoming Democratic Party convention in Denver. 


In symbolic gesture, 
votes will be cast for 
senator at convention 

WASHINGTON I Hillary Rodham 
Clinton’s name will be placed in 
nomination along with nominee- 
in-waiting Barack Obama at the 
Democratic National Convention, 
an emblematic move intended 
to unite the party after a divisive 
primary. 

During the Denver gathering. 
Democrats will officially choose 
Obama to run against Republican 
John McCain this fall, but the state 
delegations will do a traditional roll 
call for their nominee’s vanquished 
primary opponent as well. 

Obama and Clinton — fierce 
rivals then, reluctant allies now — 
agreed to the arrangement after 
weeks of negotiations between their 
respective aides. The two sides made 
the announcement Thursday in a 
collegial joint statement. 

“I am convinced that honoring 
Sen. Clinton’s historic campaign in 


this way will help us celebrate this 
defining moment in our history and 
bring the party together in a strong 
united fashion,” said Obama, an 
Illinois senator. 


Added Clinton, a New York sen- 
ator: “With every voice heard and 
the party strongly united, we will 
elect Sen. Obama president of the 
United States and put our nation 


on the path to peace and prosper- 
ity once again.” 

The move is intended to ensure a 
convention free of rancor and help 
the Democratic Party heal after a 
bruising primary. The goal also is 
to mollify still- disgruntled Clin- 
ton backers and acknowledge the 
former first lady’s groundbreaking 
presidential run. 

Obama’s campaign said he 
encouraged Clinton’s name to 
be placed in nomination to show 
unity and recognize her accom- 
plishment. 

While Democrats say the 
mechanics of how that will play out 
still are being determined, Clinton 
— herself a superdelegate who gets 
a vote — is expected to release her 
delegates to Obama, announce her 
support for him and ask her back- 
ers to do the same. 

Obama finished the primary 
season with a 364-delegate lead 
over Clinton. Obama had 2,254 
delegates, to 1,890 for Clinton, 
according to an Associated Press

U.S. Traffic Deaths at 10-Year-Low 


WASHINGTON! Traffic deaths in the 
United States declined last year, 
reaching the lowest level in more 
than a decade, the government 
reported Thursday. 

About 41,059 people were killed 
in highway crashes, down by more 
than 1,600 from 2006. It was the 
fewest number of highway deaths 


in a year since 1994. 

The fatality rate of 1.37 deaths 
for every 100 million miles traveled 
in 2007 was the lowest on record, 
the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration said in its report. 

One negative trend is an increase 
in motorcycle deaths, which rose to

Shooting of Ark. Chairman a Mystery 


Search of gunman’s 
home turns up guns, 
keys, antidepressants 

LITTLE ROCK, ARK. | The man who 
fatally shot the chairman of the 
state Democratic Party after he 
lost his job had a Post-it note at 
home with the victim’s last name 
and phone number along with 14 
guns, antidepressants, and a last 
will and testament, according to 
court documents. 

Police said Thursday they know 
of no relationship between gunman 
Timothy Dale Johnson, 50, and Bill 
Gwatney, 48, a car dealer and for- 


mer state senator who served as 
the state’s Democratic Party chair- 
man. Johnson 
fatally shot Gwat- 
ney Wednesday 
and was killed 
by officers after 
a 3 0 -minute 
chase. 

The search of 
Johnson’s home 
turned up two sets of keys for vehi- 
cles from Gwatney ’s car lots. 

Police Lt. Terry Hastings said 
officers didn’t know what to make 
of the note, and police didn’t disclose 
the phone number or say whether 
it was for the party headquarters 


or a car dealership. 

“Right now we don’t have any 
indication of motive as far as it 
deals with Mr. Gwatney,” Hastings 
said. Little Rock police were going 
through a computer that was seized 
from Johnson’s home. 

Wreathes and flowers lined the 
sidewalk in front of Arkansas’ Dem- 
ocratic Party headquarters Thurs- 
day. The day before, Johnson — 
after losing his job at a Target store 
in Conway — drove more than 30 
miles and fatally shot Gwatney. 

Johnson had been a good 
employee in a Target stockroom 
until Wednesday, a Target spokes- 
woman said.

Airport expansion 
has residents fighting 
to save their homes 

BENSENVILLE, ILL. | White picket 
fences, neatly cut lawns and back- 
yard swing sets belie the eerie real- 
ity about Arlene Bensen’s neighbor- 
hood: Nearly everyone is gone. 

The reason is easily found on 
official notices affixed to block 
after block of front doors in this 
otherwise picture-perfect Chica- 
go suburb. “NO TRESPASSING,” 
they read. “This property has been 
acquired for the O’Hare Modern- 
ization Program.” 

Bensen, who has lived here for 
52 years, is one of about 20 hom- 
eowners who refuse to move so 
crews can start demolishing more 
than 600 houses to make way for a 


$15 billion expansion of one of the 
world’s busiest airports.

The holdouts in this village of 
20,000 are at the center of a David- 
and-Goliath battle against Chica- 
go, which invoked eminent domain 
and other laws to seize 15 percent 
of Bensenville for improvements at 
O’Hare International Airport. 

The community has spent near- 
ly $10 million fighting the O’Hare 
expansion since the 1990s, but its 
options are running out. A judge 


gave Chicago the green light last 
week to begin demolitions, reject- 
ing claims that the work could scat- 
ter deadly toxins. But that deci- 
sion has now been put on hold for 
30 days to give Bensenville time 
to appeal. 

The exasperated Bensenville 
mayor said his village simply can’t 
match the might of the nation’s 
third-largest city. “Is it frustrating 
that the clock now appears to be 
in the eleventh hour? Absolutely,” 
Mayor John Geils said. 

Chicago officials say the expan- 
sion project is necessary to reduce 
delays at O’Hare. The city insists 
it will not scale back the project to 
save homes in Bensenville. 

“Not a chance,” said Rosema- 
rie Andolino, head of the O’Hare 
Modernization Program. “This is 
about a national aviation process 
— a bigger picture ... and the only 
way to solve the problem of delays 
and congestion is to build the full

Georgia says Russian 
troops advancing as 
U.S. urges cease-fire 

GORI, GEORGIA I High hopes plum- 
meted into fearful confusion in key 
Georgian cities Thursday as Russian 
troops appeared ready to pull out, 
then returned. Georgia’s govern- 
ment said Russian tanks and other 
vehicles advanced toward the coun- 
try’s second-largest city but later 
stopped dozens of miles away. 

Russia’s Foreign Minister Sergey 
Lavrov, meanwhile, said the world 
“can forget about” Georgia’s getting 
back its two separatist provinces. 
And President Bush demanded 
that Russia respect the “territori- 
al integrity” of Georgia and urged 
it to honor a European-brokered 
cease-fire plan to end fighting 
that has displaced about 100,000 
people. 

Mikhail Saakashvili, speaking 
to foreign reporters in an appeal 
for international intervention, said 
a Russian armored convoy was 
moving toward the city of Kutaisi. 
Kutaisi, the country’s No. 2 city, is 
near central Georgia — not close to 
the separatist provinces of Abkha- 
zia and South Ossetia where fight- 
ing has erupted in recent days. 


Georgian Prime Minister Lado 
Gurgenidze said it was “a rather 
large column of Russian armor, over 
100 pieces.” He said it had departed 
from the city of Zugdidi. 

“We have no idea what they’re 
doing there, why the movement, 
where they’re going,” he said in a 
telephone briefing. “One explana- 


tion could be they are trying to rattle 
the civilian population.” 

Later, a Georgian Foreign Min- 
istry spokesman said the troops 
were in the western city of Senaki, 
about 35 miles from Kutaisi. The 
spokesman was not authorized 
to be named. A Georgian govern- 
ment statement said the convoy had 


stopped in a village near Senaki. 

There was no immediate 
response from Russia to the claims. 
Both sides have announced conflict- 
ing versions of events since the fight- 
ing broke out Aug. 7, when Georgia 
sought to retake breakaway South 
Ossetia and Russia responded with 
retaliation.

Syria, Lebanon 
OK Border Talks 

DAMASCUS, SYRIA I Syria agreed 
Thursday to begin negotiations with 
Lebanon on demarcating their bor- 
der, making its second concession 
in two days to longtime demands 
from the Lebanese as they seek 
to normalize relations with their 
dominant larger neighbor. 

Formally setting the border is 
a key symbolic move recognizing 
Lebanon’s sovereignty, as was Syr- 
ia’s agreement a day earlier for the 
two nations to establish diplomatic 
relations for the first time. 

But the agreements won’t mean 
an end to Syrian influence in Leb- 
anon, and some Lebanese remain 
concerned that the Damascus 
regime will continue to try to exer- 
cise power over its neighbor, (ap) 


Suicide Blast Kills 17 Shiites in Iraq 


Female attacker targets 
pilgrims traveling to 
major religious festival 

BAGHDAD I A female suicide bomb- 
er struck Shiite pilgrims south 
of Baghdad on Thursday, killing 
at least 17 people and wounding 
scores of others after the govern- 
ment announced new measures 
to protect worshippers ahead of a 
major religious festival. 

The female bomber detonated 
her explosives among a group of pil- 
grims resting by the side of a road 
in Iskandariyah, a former Sunni 
insurgent stronghold 30 miles south 
of Baghdad. 

Women were cooking dinner, 
men were praying and children were

playing nearby when the attacker 
struck, a witness said. 

“Minutes after I passed the rest- 
ing spot, I heard a big explosion. I 
turned my head and saw big flames,” 


said Ahmed al-Saadi, a 34-year-old 
carpenter from Baghdad’s Sadr City 
district. “We rushed to the scene and 
saw charred bodies, while wounded 
people were crying for help.” 

There were conflicting casualty 
tolls, as is common in such attacks 
in which bodies are mangled. 

The pilgrims were marching 
to the Shiite holy city of Karbala, 
50 miles south of Baghdad, to cel- 
ebrate the birth of Mohammed 
al-Mahdi, the 12th Shiite imam who 
disappeared in the ninth century. 

Also on Thursday, the U.S. 
military announced that six Navy 
guards face trial for allegedly 
assaulting prisoners and releasing 
pepper spray into a cellblock follow- 
ing a disturbance at the main U.S.

Reach Deal 
On Missiles 

Plan to boost Poland s 
defenses sparks fears of 
European arms raee 

WARSAW, POLAND I Poland and the 
United States struck a deal that will 
see a missile defense battery in the 
ex-communist state and deepen 
military ties, a plan that has infuri- 
ated Moscow and sparked fears in 
Europe of a new arms race. 

“We have crossed the Rubicon,” 
Polish Prime Minister Donald Tusk 
said Thursday, referring to U.S. con- 
sent to Poland’s demands after more 
than 18 months of talks. 

In an interview on news chan- 
nel TVN24, Tusk said the U.S. had 
agreed to help augment Poland’s 
defenses with Patriot missiles in 
exchange for placing 10 missile 
defense interceptors in the East- 
ern European country. 

He said the deal also includes a 
“mutual commitment” between the 
two nations to come to each other’s 
assistance “in case of trouble.” 

The clause on mutual assistance 
appeared to be in direct reference to 
Russia, which has threatened to aim 
missiles toward Poland — a former 
Soviet satellite — if it agreed to host

‘Green Sahara’ Uncovered 


Cemetery sheds light 
on 2 ancient societies 
and region s lush past 

A tiny woman and two children 
were laid to rest on a bed of flow- 
ers 5,000 years ago in what is now 
the barren Sahara Desert. 

The slender arms of the young- 
sters were still extended to the 
woman in perpetual embrace when 
researchers discovered their skele- 
tons in a remarkable cemetery that 
is providing clues to two civiliza- 
tions that lived there, a thousand 
years apart, when the region was 
moist and green. 

Paul Sereno of the University of 
Chicago and colleagues were search- 
ing for the remains of dinosaurs in

About 200 graves of humans who 
lived between 10,000 and 4,500 years 
ago were found at the site — near 
what would have been a lake — in 
2005 and 2006, as well as remains 
of animals, fish and crocodiles. 

“Everywhere you turned, there 
were bones belonging to animals 
that don’t live in the desert,” said 
Sereno. “I realized we were in the 
green Sahara.” 

The researchers used radiocarbon 
datingto determine when ancient peo- 
ple lived there. Even the most recent 
were about 1,000 years before the 
building of the pyramids in Egypt. 

The finds are detailed in reports 
in Thursday’s edition of the jour- 
nal PLoS One and in September’s 
National Geographic Magazine.

Inflation 

Consumer prices rise 
0.8 percent, double 
the amount expected 

WAS H I N GTO N I Inflation is running 
at the fastest pace in 17 years, the job 
market is under further strain and 
foreclosure filings are surging. 

A raft of gloomy economic data 
on Thursday represented a set- 
back for those hoping to see signs 
of better times ahead, and it may 
keep the Federal Reserve jammed 
between rising inflation and slow- 
ing growth. 

The Labor Department report- 
ed that consumer prices shot up by 
0.8 percent in July, double the 
increase that economists had expect- 


ed. The rise was only slightly lower 
than the 1.1 percent surge in June that 
had been the second-highest monthly 
increase in the last 26 years. 

The big gains left inflation 
increasing by 5.6 percent over the 
past year, the largest 12-month 
jump since the period ending in 
January 1991. 

Core inflation, which excludes 
volatile food and energy costs, rose 
0.3 percent in July, slightly more 
than the 0.2 percent increase that 
economists had expected. For the 
past 12 months, core inflation has 
risen by 2.5 percent, the highest 
12-month change since February. 

The biggest price pressures came 
in the energy and food sectors, just 
as they have all year. But the price 


gains spread to other areas, too — 
clothing costs jumped by the larg- 
est amount in a decade, airline 
fares rose sharply, and the cost of 
hotel rooms and tobacco products 
also climbed. 

“For the average American, 
these inflation numbers are very 
bad news. It means that their pur- 
chasing power has been cut and 
their wages aren’t going very far,” 
said Mark Zandi, chief economist 
at Moody’s Economy.com. 

Indeed, the Labor Department 
said in a separate report that aver- 
age weekly wages, after adjusting for 
inflation, fell by 3.1 percent in July 
compared to a year ago, the biggest 
year-over-year decline since Novem- 
ber 1990.

DMV Scammer Sentenced 


Accomplice in D.C. 
driver s license scheme 
to serve 18 months 

A D.C. Department of Motor Vehi- 
cles employee was sentenced Thurs- 
day to 18 months in federal prison 
for illegally doling out about 200 
driver’s licenses to people not enti- 
tled to them. 

Patricia E. Gonzalez, 39, who 
pleaded guilty in May to receiving 
a bribe for her role in the scheme, 
cooperated with authorities from 
the day they first approached her 
in January. 

U.S. District Judge Richard J. 
Leon cited that help as the rea- 
son Gonzalez received less prison 
time than another member of the 
scheme who he sentenced on Tues-

That 
woman, Gloria Gonzalez-Paz, 35, 
had admitted to being an interme- 
diary who charged people between 
$1,000 and $1,700 to obtain the 
licenses from Gonzalez. 


Gonzalez, the mother of six chil- 
dren, said she was sorry. “There is 
not a day that I don’t regret what 
happened,” she told Leon before the 
judge issued his sentence. 

The DMV employee admitted 
that she issued about 200 driv- 
er’s licenses from October 2005 
through January to immigrants, 
some of whom were in the country 
illegally. She did not make them 
complete driving exams or road 
tests. She often did not require 
them to complete applications or 
present documentation to verify 
their identities. 

Gonzalez also admitted to cir- 
cumventing DMV security sys- 
tems that were designed to pre- 
vent licenses from being issued 
to people not entitled to them.

Backs in Action 


R E D S K I N S I Longtime Redskins fans 
may want to brace themselves. 

Joe Gibbs won three Super Bowls 
in his first stint in Washington — 
and, more recently, reached the 
playoffs twice — by relying on run- 
ning backs to run the ball down the 
opponent’s throat. 

Rookie Redskins head coach Jim 
Zorn, on the other hand, relies on 
the passing game to drive his West 
Coast offense. But Gibbs enthusi- 
asts and fantasy football geeks can 
rest assured: The new offense won’t 
stifle the running game. But it may 
make the running backs a threat on 
the receiving end as well. 


“We’re not being overshadowed,” 
said Pro Bowl running back Clinton 
Portis. “I think it just turned into a 
team game. I think we’re still going 
to get all our opportunities and get 
our looks, and we’re going to be a 
vital force in the passing game.” 

While some offenses rely on 


establishing the run first to open up 
the passing game, the West Coast 
offense is a pass-first, run-second 
scheme. It features short screens 
and slant routes designed to spread 
the defense out horizontally and 
make holes up the middle through 
which to run the ball. 


Running back Ladell Betts 
thinks the new pass-heavy offense 
will open things up for the running 
backs to contribute in the air as well 
as on the ground. 

“Everybody is a live receiver in 
this type of offense,” said Betts. “We 
got four or five guys going out and 
any one person can get it depending 
on what the defensive coverage is, 
and I think that’s a good thing.” 

While the passing game may 
be deemed the new feature of the 
offense, the first two preseason 
games were won in typical Gibbs 
fashion — by running the ball. Even 
with Portis and Betts sitting out 
the first preseason game against 
the Indianapolis Colts, Redskins 
runners have rushed for 311 yards 
in the exhibition season heading 
into Saturday’s game against the 
New York Jets. 

“Every team in the NFL is run- 
ning the same plays: gut, power 
stretch, toss, dive and draw,” said 
Portis. “It’s just how you do them.”

OLYMPIC HOOPS I It’s official now.

The sequence of surprising 
results came in a tournament that 
had gone mostly according to form 
through three rounds.

Federer won’t do it this year. 
With the sort of lackluster perfor-

GYMNASTICS I Just nine months

In its Nov. 3 report, Xinhua 
identified He as one of “10 big new 
stars” who made a splash at China’s 
Cities Games.

If the age reported by Xin- 
hua was correct, that would have 
meant He was too young to be on 
the Chinese team that beat the 
United States on Wednesday and 
clinched China’s first women’s team 
Olympic gold in gymnastics.

Women’s soccer team 
looks to avoid major 
upset in quarterfinals 

OLYMPIC WOMEN’S SOCCER I U.S. 
women’s soccer coach Pia Sund- 
hage has only one fear when her 
defending champion team meets 
neighbor Canada in the Olympic 
quarterfinal on Friday. 

“The most difficult thing is to 
avoid a battle,” Sundhage said on 
Thursday, hoping that her players 
won’t get caught up in a physical 
skirmish with the underdog Canadi- 
ans when they meet in Shanghai.

Allen Intrigues 


Woody directs his 
best movie in years 
with a romantic romp 

REDEMPTION! You should hate these 
people, really, these smug American 
yuppies chatting gaily about boat- 
ing over red wine on a sun-splashed 
Spanish afternoon. 

Somehow, Woody Allen makes 
us not just tolerate them but find 


ourselves engaged in their adven- 
tures in “Vicky Cristina Barcelona,” 
his strongest film in awhile. 

It’s a romantic comedy, yes, in the 
writer-director’s great tradition of 
absurdity and longing. It’s an easy 
European romp, though it’s surely 
superior to Allen’s recent trilogy 
of London-based movies, “Match 
Point,” “Scoop” and “Cassandra’s 
Dream.” But it’s also tinged with 
melancholy, letting us know Allen 


isn’t just mocking his characters 
but also feeling a certain amount 
of sympathy for them in their con- 
fusion. 

What’s fascinating is the jux- 
taposition he’s created here: In 
obviously stilted, literary tones, his 
narrator describes his characters’ 
every action and emotion, and yet 
they consistently act in impulsive, 
contradictory ways. These are civ- 
ilized people, behaving badly but 


played straight by the actors, and 
that’s the source of laughs. The 
construct would seem pretentious 
if Allen weren’t undermining it at 
every turn. 

Rebecca Hall and Scarlett 
Johansson, Allen’s recent muse, 
co-star as best friends who couldn’t 
be more different. Vicky (Hall) is a 
practical and structured student 
pursuing her master’s degree in 
Catalan culture, and she’s engaged 
to marry very proper, dull business- 
man Doug (Chris Messina). Cristina 
(Johansson), meanwhile, is a rest- 
less aspiring photographer who is 
fresh from a disastrous attempt at 
making a short film and yet another 
tumultuous breakup. 

But both bright young women 
respond in surprising ways to sexy 
artist Juan Antonio (an irresistible 
Javier Bardem), a stranger who 
invites them to spend the week- 
end with him. Vicky thinks he’s a 
Eurotrash cliche and tries to fend 
him off, but Cristina is intrigued. 
How things begin with him, though, 
aren’t necessarily how they end, 
which is where the fun lies. 

Penelope Cruz enters the picture, 
a force of nature as Juan Antonio’s 
tempestuous ex-wife, Maria Elena. 
She’s fiery and impossible to stop 
watching. It may be the best work 
of Cruz’s career. Johansson will get 
all the attention, of course: Those 
lips! Those eyes! But “Barcelona” 
wouldn’t be the same without Vicky 
or Cristina. Or Juan Antonio. And 
certainly not Maria Elena.

It’s Truly as Harmless as a Fly 


New 3-D animated 
flick is more nerdy 
than entertaining 

NICE TRY I A well-intentioned exer- 
cise at blending education and fam- 
ily entertainment, the 3-D animated 
tale “Fly Me to the Moon” ends up 
only mildly educational and not all 
that entertaining. 

This story of three flies that 
tag along with Neil Armstrong, 
Buzz Aldrin and Michael Collins 


on Apollo 11 is reminiscent of the 
moment in “Apollo 13” when the TV 
networks decide against airing alive 
feed from the astronauts. 

The reason? NASA had made 
space travel so routine, at least up 
till that moment on the ill-fated 
flight, that it became boring. 

Likewise, despite its unusual 
story line, “Fly Me to the Moon” is 
on the cusp of boring.” The movie 
centers on three young pals — 
adventurous Nat (voiced by Trevor 
Gagnon), science geek IQ (Philip

The Force 
Isn’t Strong 


‘Clone Wars’ doesn’t 
add much depth to 
the ‘Star Wars’ saga 

GALACTIC I You’ll know you’re in 
a different galaxy within the first 
seconds of “Star Wars: The Clone 
Wars,” which substitutes the War- 
ner Bros, logo and theme music 
for the familiar 20th Century Fox 
searchlight and fanfare. 

While anything remotely “Star 
Wars” potentially is a welcome 
trek for hard-core fans, however, 
it will be a mixed thrill, given that 
the saga returns to the big screen 
as a cartoon. 

George Lucas’ prequel trilogy 
was so overloaded with computer- 
generated imagery that the digital 
animation of “Clone Wars” isn’t 
much of a leap. The somber tone of 


those three movies — chronicling 
the downfall of Anakin Skywalker 
from snotty, brooding teen to black- 
hearted Darth Vader — is gone, 
replaced with a variation of campy 
humor and camaraderie that char- 
acterized the original trilogy. 

Still, a “Star Wars” movie should 
be an event. But whether because of 
its cartoony format or its relative- 
ly lightweight story, “Clone Wars” 
definitely is not an event. 

For fans, it serves as a fair- 
ly promising introduction to the 
“Clone Wars” animated series 
debuting on Cartoon Network this 
fall. The movie centers on a fresh 
adventure of Anakin and his Jedi 
knight elder Obi-Wan Kenobi dur- 
ing the Clone Wars that have been 
so pivotal to “Star Wars” since the 
beginning — but about which we’ve 
heard so little.

‘Henry Poole’ tells the

HO-HUM I Luke Wilson plays the 
title character in the poignant com- 
edy “Henry Poole Is Here.” (Initial- 
ly, Jim Carrey was attached to the 
role but dropped out.) Wilson says 
he was attracted to Albert Torres’ 
script because, “inasmuch as there’s 
a comedic tone to the story, it’s very 
engaging emotionally.” 

Henry is a disillusioned man who 
returns to the suburban Los Angeles 
neighborhood ofhis youth to hide from 
life, which has taken adownward turn.

“I like 
playing a guy who definitely doesn’t 
believe and then is kind of forced

There was a passing reference 
to this civil strife in 1977’s “Star 
Wars” and a few glimpses of its 
onset in “Star Wars: Episode II: 
Attack of the Clones.” The action 
here and in the TV series takes place 
between that movie and “Episode 
III: Revenge of the Sith,” before 
Anakin goes bad. 

The new movie sets up a seem- 
ingly bottomless well of story pos- 
sibilities for the TV show. There are 
plenty of returning characters, new 
faces and bit players around which 
Lucas’ team can build episodes, so 
the series won’t be another ‘Droids- 
versus- Clones battle every week. 

Anakin (voiced by Matt Lanter) 


and Obi-Wan (James Arnold Tay- 
lor) start off in the heat of battle, 
leading a band of the Republic’s 
clone soldiers against the comically 
inept android troops of a separat- 
ist movement led by the evil Count 
Dooku (Christopher Lee, reprising 
his live-action role). 

To show Anakin’s soft, mushy, 
pre-Vader side, he’s given his own 
Jedi apprentice, Ahsoka Tano (Ash- 
ley Eckstein), a spunky alien girl 
who quickly forges a wisecracking 
bond with her stoic mentor. 

The two are assigned to lead a 
rescue of giant slug crimelord Jabba 
the Hutt’s squishy, squirmy baby 
Hutt, who has been kidnapped in a 


conspiracy that gives all our familiar 
prequel heroes a part to play. 

While the movie has a huge body 
count as ray guns and light sabers 
flash, “Clone Wars” comes off as 
rather cute overall. The Shake- 
spearean tragedy of Anakin’s trans- 
formation into Vader behind him, 
Lucas turns his gang loose to be 
merry, even silly. 

Again, that tone probably will 
work better in the shorter TV 
installments. In theaters, it makes 
for a reasonably fun if generally 
forgettable story, at least in terms 
of the grand-opera standards of 
the live-action “Star Wars” films.

MAMMA MIA! (PG-13, 103 minutes) The 


brassy, bawdy musical presents itself as 
a pieceof clever counter-programming 
to this summer’s surfeit of pounding, 
effects-d riven comic-book movies. But 
filmgoers are likely to feel just as blud- 
geoned, in this case, by an Abba-bomb 
wrapped in a huge turquoise-colored 
feather boa. That’s not to say that fun 
isn’tto be had;Streep is a wonderment, 
belting her way to another winning per- 
formance. (AH) 

MAN ON WIRE (PG-13, 94 minutes) This 
documentary opens with a grainy black- 
and-white reenactment of the events of 
Aug. 7, 1974, when French high-wire art- 
ist Philippe Petit and a group of friends 
famously pulled off a coup at the newly 


built World Trade Center. The partic- 
ipants narrate what’s happening on- 
screen, and the story takes on the taut 
urgency of athriller. Then suddenly, the 
film insertsa jarring color shot of Ground 
Zero. But wait: It’s a photo of the con- 
struction zonefrom 1966, when building 
on thetwo towers began. Thus does the 
film work its singular form of revisionism, 
in an era whose iconic imagery is ofthe 
towers coming down, in presenting the 
radical image of the towers going up. 
“Man on Wire’’tellsagripping, affecting 
story but also a deeply cathartic one, as 
a place of loss and grief istransformed, 
briefly, into a place of transcendence 
and lyricism, (ah) 


THE MUMMY: TOMB OF THE DRAGON 
EMPEROR (PG-13, 113 minutes) Tiresome 
and messy, director Rob Cohen waters 
the film down to globs of plot, strung 
between shapeless action sequences 
and humorless repartee. Archaeologist/ 
tomb-raider Rick O’Connell (Brendan 
Fraser) and his adventurer-writer wife, 
Evelyn (Maria Bello), live in bored retire- 
ment in 1946 England. They’re thrilled 
when the government asks them to deliver 
a priceless gem to a Shanghai museum. 
Meanwhile, theirson, Alex (Luke Ford), has 
dropped outof collegeand goneon adig in 
China, discoveringtheemperor’s mummy 
encased in a huge terra-cotta sculpture. 
We learn in a long prologue that it was a 


sorceress (Michelle Yeoh)who put the 
emperor and his men under a spell. The 
family reunites and squabbles in Shanghai, 
and, of course, the emperor reanimates, 
shape-shifts and leads them on a chase 
from Shanghai to Shangri-La. Whatever. 
The prologuewasthe best part, (jh) 
PINEAPPLE EXPRESS (R, 113 minutes) 
One-man comedy juggernaut Judd 
Apatow’s latest production stars co-writ- 
er Seth Rogen as loser Dale Denton, a 
process-server with a girlfriend who’s still 
in high school and a lifestylethat revolves 
around two things: getting wasted and 
staying wasted. When Dale witnesses a 
brutal crime, he runs straightto his deal

er, Saul (James Franco), and soon the 
two are on the lam from corrupt police, a 
coldblooded drug kingpin and members 
of a ruthless Asian gang. Franco deliv- 
ers a funny, sweet, thoroughly disarm- 
ing performance as a naive Peter Pan 
of adealer who might have been invent- 
ed by Voltaire. By the bloody, hyper-vio- 
lent finale, though, the film has gone the 
way of so many movies this summer: the 
sadistic Grand Guignol. (ah) 

SEX AND THE CITY (R, 136 minutes) With 
its unapologetic materialism, raunchi- 
ness and heroines who managed to be 
sympathetic even in the midst of almost 
pathological self-absorption, “Sex and 
the City” became one of the most suc- 
cessful guilty pleasures in the history 
of Sunday night TV. The movie version 
succeeds just as well, cramming what

When Elvis Presley made his TV 
special in 1968, he was coming off 
a string of forgettable films and a 
long dry spell on the charts, and the 
rock ’n’ roll music hed helped pio- 
neer had given way to the Beatles 
and Jimi Hendrix. 

It was a tough time for a come- 
back, but Presley, looking fit and tan 
in black leather, pulled it off with 
one of his best performances ever. 

“You can argue that it was the 
highlight of his career. He had been 
treading water for eight or 10 years,” 
said Alan Stoker, a historian at the 
Country Music Hall of Fame, of 
which Presley is a member.

“He said he was fearful of doing 
television, because aside from the 
‘Ed Sullivan’ exposure, television 
had been a fiasco for him,” Bind- 


performance — raw and unscripted 
— before a small audience. 

“We’d start shooting at 9 or 10 
in the morning and go until we 
were done, then he’d go into his 
living quarters and invite friends 
and they’d jam to all hours of the 
morning,” Binder recalled. “I was 
amazed by all the energy, enthusi- 
asm and fun going on after a hard 
day’s work. And it was like looking 
through a keyhole at things you 
were not supposed to see. I thought, 
‘This is better than what’s going 
on onstage with the pre-planned 
numbers.’” 

Parker hated the idea, but Bind- 
er persisted until Parker allowed 
him to re-create the backstage 
jam session for the camera, bring- 
ing in Presley’s longtime guitarist 
Scotty Moore and drummer D. J. 
Fontana and other friends to help 
make him comfortable (it had been 
seven years since Presley had last 
done a live concert). 

“There was no plan at all,” Moore 
recalled. “He didn’t know what he 


was going to do. I knew he was going 
to pull out some of the old songs 
we’d done, that kind of thing. But 
that was it.” 

Only part of the improvisational 
footage appeared in the TV special 


(RCA released a full uncut version 
later), but it was the highlight. At 33, 
Presley was handsome and in fine 
form, telling stories and joking. 

At first, he seemed nervous. 
“This is supposed to be like an infor- 


mal section of the show where we 
faint or do whatever we want to do, 
especially me,” he cracked before his 
first number, “That’s All Right.” 

But by “Blue Suede Shoes” he 
was in control, swapping his acous- 
tic guitar for Moore’s electric and 
stomping his feet through blues- 
man Jimmy Reed’s “Baby What 
You Want Me to Do.” 

The show started a golden era for 
Presley that included his hits “Sus- 
picious Minds,” “In the Ghetto” and 
“Kentucky Rain,” as well as a run of 
successful Las Vegas concerts and 
a January 1973 TV special, “Aloha 
From Hawaii.” 

By the mid-’70s Presley had 
become a caricature of himself But 
that night in ’68, he was a young man 
fighting to re-establish himself 

“I think it was the honesty,” 
Binder said of the show’s success, 
“the fact that he wasn’t controlled, 
wasn’t reading prepared lines. It 
was raw and it was powerful, and 
I think it was who he really was.”

Washington Post sports writer DAVE 
SHEININ wasonlineThursdayfrom 
Beijing to take your questions about 
the Summer Olympics. 

How come every race it seems 
there is a new world record being 
set by the swimmers? 

This is a great question, and there 
are many facets to the answer. The 
space-age swimsuits, for existence, 
reduce drag. The pool at the Water 
Cube, I am told, is the deepest 
ever used in an Olympics, which 
cuts down on the resistance. The 
training methods and nutrition 
programs, obviously, have been 
perfected over the years. And, of 
course, the cynics out there would 
say they’re all on drugs. 


I understand a lot of nations are 
using foreigners to man their Olym- 
pic teams. Is this true? How do they 
account for this? 

We’re definitely seeing a blurring of 
the lines of nationality. Believe me 
— you see this with the Americans, 
too. We have countless American 
athletes who are naturalized citi- 
zens. And there’s obviously noth- 
ing wrong with that.

For one, it is the only sport in the 
entire Olympics (well, men’s soc- 
cer is the only other) in which the 
best athletes on the planet are 
not represented — because MLB 
refuses to interrupt its season so 
that major leaguers can play. Also, 


there is a lingering stain from the 
drug scandals. 

After all the pre-Olympics talk 
about the pollution, we haven’t 
heard much during the games. 

I’ve been surprised at how seldom 
I have felt it or even noticed it. The 
last five or six days, I think, have 
been fairly clear. Early on, things 
seemed pretty grim. I was at a base- 
ball scrimmage before the games 
began in which I was losing fly 
balls in the smog with my naked 
eye, and I predicted all sorts of 
mayhem would ensue if things got 
even a little bit worse. But then I 
went back out to the baseball field 
yesterday, and there were no prob- 
lems whatsoever.
